Many relics of Roman London have 
been discovered: in excavations for

Although buried for more than 1,800 
years, a five-inch long tron stylus was 
completely free of rust and the writ

pearance of belhg almost newly made 
The comb, to which strafds of fine’

| day. 

Excellent craftsmanship is revealed 
in the sole of 4 sandal—wood attach- 
ed to leather and studded with hob 
nalis similar to those used at the pres- 
ent time.

The upper portion of 
another sandal, although of very thick 


wear, is of an elegant pattern .
